murrer filed by the Terminal Rallroad As- 
sociation of Bt. Louis to the amended pe- 
tition recently submitted by Attorncy-Gen- 
eral Crow to secure a writ of ouster against 
the Terminal on the ground that it is 
against public policy and contrary to the 
Miesouri anti-trust laws. 

Affirming the opinion rendered when the 
@ase was originally referred for action, 
the court stated that the Terminal com- 
pany wae not a railroad within the mean- 
ing of the law; that the petition of the at- 
torney general failed to point out wherein 
there was competition between the Ter- 
minal Rallroad Co. and the Merchants’ Ter- 
minal railway, whose lines the court said 
were not parallel,

Japanese Troops Succeed in Cap- 
turing Outer Line of Trenches 
Guarding the Approach to an 
Important Fortification. 


CHEFOO, Nov, 29.—Chinese and Japanese 
advices received here today indichite the 
practical certainty that another general 
assault on Port Arthur bewan Nov. 2% and 
was continuing Nov. 27. 

There hae been severe fighting with the 
object of capturing additional Russian 
trenches. The summit forts seemingly were 
not attacked. The Chinese say that one 
or sn . ow % ; 1 — ee a p o> 
Dalney with wounded men. No prisoners 
were captured. 

As frequently indicated, the Japanese po- 
sition is most promising at Rihlung moun- 
tain and Keekwan mountain and the latest 
attack was designed to further increase 
the power of these positions. 

A detachment of the eleventh division be- 
gan the advance during the afternoon of 
Nov. &, folhowing several days’ bombard- 
ment, rushing against the trenches, guard- 
ing the approach to the southeast fort of 
the Keekwan mountain group, the Japanese 
artillery meamwhile throwing all the metal 
possible against the Rihlung mountain and 
Antzu mountain forts. 

The possession of the trenches was stub- 
bornly contested. After five hours’ fight- 
ing and several repulses the Japanese drove 
out the Russians and destroyed their 
trefiches and succeeded in intrenching 
themselves behind sandbags which the in-

Prevented by Police From Hold- 
ing Public Meetings Here. 


AGREES TO REMAIN AWAY 


Chief Kiely Says He Preferred 
Preventing Treasonable Talk 
to Prosecuting Speaker. 


“Herr’ Johann Most, anarchist writer and 
epeaker, was released-at 10 o'clock ‘luesday 
morning: from. the. Four Courts holdover, 
where.he hadt«pent the night because of | 
his persistent attempts fo arrange for a 
leeture explaining ‘his doctrines. 


Most’s release was in pursuance of an 
understanding with.Chief of Police Kiely 
that he should leave the city, and detcctives 
followed him to see:that he carricd out hs 
agreement to depart @n the -firet train for 
Chicago, where he says he will go. A! 
ticket to Chicago was among the effects 
returned-to him on his release from the 
holdover. 

Most’s promise to leave St. Louls and 
stay away is recorded in red ink fn the 
“blotter” of the holdover. It reads: 

“T hereby agree to leave this city of 
,St. Louis today and never to return, on 
my, Own request not to be sent to court.” 

The promise, written by Sergeant Mc- 
Glynn, is signed “John Most.” The sig- 
mature of “Carl Nolte” also appears to 
the pr6mise. 

Most complained Tuesday morning of the 
requirement that he leave the city, saying 
it had been his wish to spend further time 
here to see the World's Fair, but said that 
he would have left before to avoid arrest 


rested for staying. 

Chief Kiely says that Most understood 
what was necessary to avold arrest, and 
would not be allowed to hold a public 
meeting here. 

“IT learned a week ago Sunday,” said the 
chief, “that Most was in the city, and was 
making plans for a meeting at a hall in 
South St. Louis I caused a (friend of 
Most whom I know to represent him that 
the. police would not allow the meeting, 
and ‘he called it off. Yesterday I learned 
again that a meeting was. to be hetd, and 
Detectives Williams and Cosgrove, wno had 
been watching him,’ were told to “arrest 

time~to- prevent: the-mentingy: 
matie fhe arrest fn a saloon‘at Sécond and 
Market streéts. 

“Tl am awédre, and was when the order 
wae given; that we had no charge on which 
to hold Most. I ordered his arrest because 
I thought it reasonable to conclude that 
he would violate the United States laws 
regarding treasonable utterances if he 
spoke, and I thought it better to prevent 
the offense than to allow it to be com- 
mitted. 

“I based. my conclusion as to what he 
wceuld say on what he had said elsewhep, 
and on utterances’ for which he has been 
inyprisoned in other cities. I could have let 
him speak, had pe BK take short- 
hand notes on his speech, and pripecuted 
him afterward, but I thought I would have 
public approval in keeping him quiet al- 
together, as I .believe..the public regards 
him and his speeches as a.menace to s0- 
clety.”’

Butler's attorneys filed a motion to quash 
the indictment on the ground that to bribe 
a witness is a misdemeanor and oe 


the jurisdiction of the Crinunal Court. 

Circuit Attorney Folk, in arguing against 
this: motion today pointed out that there 
are two statutes governing the bribery of 
a witness: 

One which makes it a misdemeanor to 
bribe a witness where the offense charged 
is a misdemeanor, the other constituting 
a felony where a witness is bribed in a 
felony case. 

As Kelly was charged with bribery when 
he ran away, the offense of bribing him 
for leaving the state, Mr. Folk contended, 
must also be held a felany. 

Judge Foster uphelf the circult attorney 
and dismissed the defendant's motion. 


Neither Col. Butler nor his counsel wae 
in court at the time. 

Accordingly Col. Butler will have to go on 
trial on the charge of inducing Kelly. to 
whom he is alleged to have paid $15,000 | 
when the latter went to Europe after leay- 
ing M‘ssourti.

NDW YORK, Nov. 2.—A meeting of 
Mrs. Chadwick's creditors was held here 
today and was presided over by George E. 
Ryall, the New York attorney for Herbert 
D. Newton of Brookiine, Mass., who is 
suing Mrs. Chadwick for the recovery of 
$190,300 he leaned her on notes. Mr. Ryall 
today issued the following statement: 

“There was a conference at my office at 
which were present Mr. Newton, Mr. Car- 
ter of Boston, Judge John Albaugh of Can- 
ton of counsel for Mrs. Chadwick and my- 
self.

The man who lest his life was E. 
Sheehan of Jersey City, N. J.. a Pullman 
conductor running on the Vandalia rail- 
road. He was suffocatcd and burned whiie 
trying to find the stairway, falling un- 
conscious within a few feet of the only 
avenue of escape. His body was not found 
until the fire was almost out and a fire- 
man was going through the room. 

Ten men, nine of them Pullman con- 
ductors, were asleep in the second story 
of the building, a part of which is used 
as sleeping quarters hy conductors who ar- 
rive on late runs. When the fire broke out 
they were awakened by the screaching 


of a switch engine whistle and the shouts | 


of Frank Felber of 2106 Randolph street, 
a watchman. 

When Felber discovered the fire, 
amoke was pouring from windows 
rooms in which oil and waste was stored. | 
He turned in a fire alarm, then, know- | 
ing there were several men asleep in the 
bullding, attempted to run up the stair- 
way. 
He made another attempt but again was 
forced back. He then commenced shout- 
ing and pounding on the lower door. 
By this time the crew of a switch en- 
gine had seen the fire and began blowing 
the whistle. 

The sleeping men were aroused. All 
except the man who was liater found 
dead, groped their way to the stairway. 


W. F. Kraus of Jersey City, one of the 
nine men escaping, was overcome by smoke 
as he rose to his feet at the head of the 
stairs, collapsed, plunged headforemost a 
distance of 10 feet to a landing of the 
stairs. Joseph Andrews, a yard foreman, 
dragged him out.

13,506,055. This indicates a falling off of more than 700,000 |

In Tllinois the Republican vote gained 35,000, while the] 
Democratic fell 175,000. In Kansas the Republicans gained | 
25,000, the Democrats Jost 78,000, or nearly 50 per cent. In Min- 
nesoia the Republicans gained 25,000, the Democrats lost 
56,000, or 50 per cent. In Missouri the Kepublicans gained 
7000, the Democrats lost 56,000. In Nebraska the Republicans 
gained 17,000, the Democrats lost 62,000, or about 55 per cent, 
In Ohio the Republicans gained 76,000, the Democrats lost 
117,000. 

All over the country the same results appear. Republicans 
gained everywhere, except in some of the southern states. The 
Democrats lost everywhere except in Delaware, Georgia and 
West Virginia, where slight gains are reported. 

What the Watson and Debs vote amounted to is not yet 
reported. Probably the two of them polled at least 750,000, 

Taking the country as a whole Roosevelt polled 400,000 more 
votes than McKinley received in. 1900, while Parker received 
1,150,000 fewer votes than Bryan got four years ago.

The torture. as an initiation into the clan 
Was a peculiarity of all the American In- 
dian tribes north of New Mexico. The 
United States government has only lately 
attempted to stop it in the secret soc'teties 
of the reservation Indians of the North- 
west. It was practiced not only against 
capturod enemies, but also among acquaint- 
ances in the Indian clans or guilds. In 
these the new man submitted to the torture 
as far as he could without complaint, be- 
cause no matter how eevere it was, it was 
the price of his admission to ‘‘brotherhood.” 
Among some tribes he was not infrequently 
susper.ded by hooks through his flesh and 
subjected to otWer tortures not less painful 
than those of the electric chair of these 
San Francisco savages. 

While American “higher education’ owes 
something to this form of “initiation,” it 
owes still more to that through which an 
fenemy captured in war was tested for re- 
ception into the tribe In place of some one 
who had been killed. If, after running the 
gauntlet, standing the test of having his 
feet burned and allowing knives and hatch- 


he still lived and made no complaint of bad 
treatment, he was adopted into the clan 
and so became entitled to join it in in- 
flicting the same tortures on others. 


The greatest pleasures of savage life od 


versity life are now associated with them 
They belong in their origin and in their 
present practice to the lowest form of | 
savagery. and when a mind ts once fixed | 
on this level of enjoyment, when its pleas- 
ures are thur deeided for it by its dispo- 
sition, no amount of education in books can 
elevate it or civilize !t. 

This is the inheritance “higher educa- 
tion’ in Ame‘Sica has from the Iroquois and 
the Comanche. As 4 habit of life at any 
age, it is lens excusable than the related 
habit of tyranny in tynehing. for there the 
lawlessness which inflicts violence is moved | 
or pretends to he moved by indignation at 
wrong. In such cases of lawless violence 
as those which continually occur in our 
colleges, however, there is po pretense of 
Any such an excure. The only reason for 
their existence is the same pleasure felt tn 
inflicting suffering on the overpowered and 
helpless victim which a score of Comanches 
fclt in burning the feet of a captive they 
were testing for admission to the tribe. 
To what extent are the colleges and uni- 
versities of the country becoming the 
training schools for shameless and moped 
nical bullies whose chief pleasures are 
the ruffian’s pleseurea tn the oppression 
he can inflict while he himself is secure? 
To what extent do the faculties of Ameri- 
can colleges and universities understand 
that this is the case and still give it benev- 
e'ent toleration in the hope that their reve- 
nues will thus be Increased?
